Water-suluble containers, an 
answer to the litter and trash 
disposal problem. might be 
available for consumer prod- 
ucts within five years. 

This prediction was made 
recently by Dr. 8. F. Hulbert, 
head of the division of Inter- 
disciplinary Studies at Clem- 
son University,’ in testimony 
before the National Commis- 
sion on Product Safety. Re- 
search on water-disposable 
containers is now being carried 
out, he said.

participation is much to be desired, not only in 
Michigan but everywhere. 

After having been involved with primary 
preparations on behalf of George Romney in New 
Hampshire and Wisconsin in 1968, we can attest 
that more peopie were involved as individuals in 
the severa} campaigns in those two states than if 
there had been no primary. 

Without direct primary participation, the only 
active participation is through the existing party 
organization in mest cases~and that in itself is all 
right. 

But it is remote participation for most 
individuals, and is less liable to attract fresh faces 
into politics than is the effort on behalf of an 
individual candidate in a specific race. 

The trick. then, is to keep these people active in 
politics, and the Romney example of building a 
broader base for the Republican party in Michigan 
is an example of how this can work to the 
betterment of any particular party. At least, fora 
while. 

Then there's the point about divect citizen 
choice. 


The people are a long way back in the process 
that leads to selection of these delegutes~—so far 
back that direct people involvement is almost 
entirely lacking. 


A presidential primary would give the individual 
more direct chvuice in selection of the candidates 
for president, and such direct involvement of all 
the voters is certainly to be desired in our form of 
government. 

Of course, the candidates for president also pay 
more attention to the big primary states than to 
ies. They visit tiem more 
often, spell out their views more clearly, and give 
the people a chance to look at the merchandise. 

Certainly there are drawbacks to a presidential 
primary—including importantly the cost to the 
candidate and their organizations. And a primary 
can be set up with varying degrees of commitment 
required of the delegates—from a strict expression 
of preference, to a binding commitment 
throughout the convention.
